PRITCHARD. DENOUNCES 
CAROLINA DEMOCRATS 


Speech Had Reference to Credentials 
of Senator-Elect Simmons. 
Money Voted for Charles- 
ton Fair—Final Flea 
for Canal. 


Washington, March 1.—During the 
gEreater part of a long end tiresome ses- 
sion of the senate today the sundry civil 
appropriation bill was under considara- 
ticn. A lively debate was precipitated by 
a resolution to discharge the committee 
cn inter-state commerce from considera- 
tion of the bill requiring railroad: com- 
panies to make detailed ifivestigations of 
all accidents snvolving loss of life on their 
lines: and report to the inter-state com- 
merce commission. No. action was taken. 
The old question as to the reclamation 
of public lands in the arid and semi-arid 
sections of the country was brought up, 
but the effort te attach an amendment to 
the measure appropriating money for the 
work was defeated. 

The bills appropriating $500,090 for the 
Buffalo pan-American exposition, $5,00,- 
000 for the St. Lovis Louisiana purchase 
exposition and $250,000 for the Charleston, 
S. C., Inter-State and West Indian expo- 
eition were attached to the bill as riders. 

Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, submitted a 
report from the committee on relations 
with Cuba upon its investigation of ex- 
penditures in Cuba. It was permitted to 
lie on the table with leave to Mr. Money, 
of Mississippi, to present a minority re- 
port if he desires. 

The resolution of Mr. Pettigrew to dis- 
charge the committee on interstate com- 
merce from consideration of the bill re- 
cuiring sworn statements of all railway 
accidents to be filed with the interstate 
commerce commission, was laid before 
the senate.‘ Mr. Pettigrew presented 


-memorials from various organizations of 


railway employees, urging the passage of 
the Hill, and said, as the-committee would 
not act on the bill, it ought to be dis- 
charged. 

Hoar Hits at Railroads. 

Mr. Hoar said that the great enter: 
prises should be held to strict accounta- 
bility for the conduct of their business, 
so far as it related to the safety of their 
employees. It ought to be known, ge 
said, that thé railroad officials are ‘as 


careful of the lives of their employees as 


they would/be ‘of those of the directors 
of the lines. Nobody doubted, he asrert- 
edt that it would add 50 per cent. to the 
safety of railway travel if a director cf 
the railroad were tied to the front of the 
locomotive. . 

Mr. Wolcott declared that he was yn- 
willing that Mr. Hoar should make the 
statement that the manogers and direc- 
tors of the railroads of th> country view- 
ed with indiffer@hce the accidental kiliing 
of their employees. It was well known 
that 90 per cent of the accidents on ra'il- 
roads were due to carelessness and negli- 
gence of employees. 

Mr. Hoar disclaimed any refiect'on upon 
the character and ability of railway 
officials. 

Mr. Cullom, chairman of the committee 
on interstate commerce, said the comit- 
tee had not found it possible yet to agree 
uron a measure. 

Later, a moticn of Mr. Pettigrew to 
consider his resolution te discharge the 
cormittee from consideration of the 
gafety appliance bill was rejected, 25 to 
86, as follows:

Mr. Pritchard, of North Carolina, ad- 
‘@ressed the senate upon the resolution 
of Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, to re- 
fer the credentials of Senator-elect Sim-

tee on privileges and elections, with a 
view to investigating the conditions which 
led up to this election. The address was 
a political speech dealing with purely 
political events and conditions in the 
old north state. 

He said: : 

“The democratic party of North Caro- 
lina, in its mad rush for office and power, 
has ignored all rules of decency in its 
treatment of public affairs and public 
officials. It was contended by them that 
what they did in 1898 was a revolution, 
and I am inclined to believe that such 
was the case, because many of the acts 
of the present legislature are revolution- 
ary in the extreme. That body, in its 
treatment of many public questions, has 
displayed a spirit of partisanship that 
ought to put to blush the cheeks of every 
conservative citizen of North Carolina-of 
whatsoever party. 

*T have never known any party to — 
mit their greed for office to force them 
into such an uncompromising attitude be- 
fore the American people. It only tends 
to show the charact:r @6f the methods 
that are being employed in my ‘state in 
order that a few democrats may hold of- 
fice. It is a blot upon the fair name 
of the state and places our people in a 
false attitude because the majority of 
the people of North Carolina are honest, 
conservative and law-abiding. The rank 
and file of the democratic party are not 
in favor of the unjustifiable methods 
now being resorted to by members of the 
state legislature to retain control of our 
affairs in the future. 

“The present legislature has shown a 
disposition to legislate so as to dis- 
hearten rather than to encourgae the 
many industrial enterprises that. are be- 
ing developed throughout our section and 
without which there is no hope for us 
in the future. The time is ripe for 
the organization of a movement on the 
part of those who wish to secure the up- 
building of our state and the development. 
of our wonderful resources.’ We have all 
the natural advantages necessary to make 
North Carolina one of the richest states 
in the union, but we can never expect 
to place her in that position to which 
she is so justly entitled until the con- 
Servative business men and the farmers 
come together with a determination to 
labor for the attainment of that end.’’

NIVES CLAIMED BY’ FIRE 


Two Burned Beyond Recognition and 
Many Are Injured. : 


FLAMES DUE TO AN EXPLOSION 


One Man Leaped from the Fourth 
Story and Was Probably 
Fatally Injured. 


. Rochester, ‘N. Y., March 1.—In a fire 
this noon which destroyed the Leary dye 
works, a five-story brick structure at the 
corner of Platt and Mill streets, two lives 
were lost, one man was probably fatal- 
ly injured and ten other persons were 
more or less seriously hurt, Total loss 
$53,000, with little insurance. 

The dead are: 

TWO UNIDENTIFIED BODIES, a man 
and a boy; both burned beyond recogni- 
tion. 

Frank Udell, brother in law of the vice 
president of the Seneca Camera Compa- 
ny, was probably fatally injured in 


‘| jumping from the fourth story. 


The upper floor of the building was oc- 
cupied by the Seneca Camera Company, 
which employed a force of about twenty- 
five men and women. The fire started in 
the third floor, and is supposed to have 
been caused by an explosion of chemicals. 


One Convict Cremated. 


Lincoln, Neb., March  1.—Nebraska’s 
state penitentiary, three miles from this 
city, was,.almost totally gestroyed by a 
fire which started last midnight. The 
loss is $200,000. 

George Pfleuger, a convict, lost his life. 
He had marched out with the other con- 
victs, but went back to his cell for 
some personal effects. When the ruins 
began to cool off today his charred body 
was found. He was serving a sentence 
for the murder of his wife. There were 
no other casualties. 

There was no disorder among the con- 
victs, who were guarded by militia men 
hastily summoned from Lincoln. Noth- 
ing was left of the penitentiary. but the 
east wing, occupied by the warden, the 
chapel and small reserve cell rooms. The 
prisoners will be provided for in the re- 
serve cell rooms in the east wing. 

The fire was discovered shortly before 
midnight, when all were aroused and

STEAMERS CRASH TOGETHER. 


The Indiana and Washington Are 
Injured in a Collision. 
London, March 1.—The British steamer 
Indiana, from Venice January 15th for 
London, was sighted off Worthing this 
morning in a sinking condition. The 
German steamer Washington, from Rot- 
terdam for New York, wkich was making 
Dover, was driven ashore at Norfolk dur- 
ing a gale and had a narrow escape from 
ecipg on the rocks. The Indiana and 
Washington had probably been .in col- 
lision. The Indiana was beached near 
Worthing by a tug. Her crew had pre- 
viously been landed at New Haven. The 
Washington’s port bow js damaged above 
the water line and several of her frames 

are befit. 


THE IRREGULARITIES IN CUBA 


Report of the Senate Committee Has 
Been Submitted. 

Washington, March 1.—The senate com- 
mittee on relations with Cuba today sub- 
mitted its report on its investigations into 
arregularities in Cuba. The committee 
details the extent of its investigations; 
but makes no recommendation beyond 
that contained®in the following para- 
graph: ”* 

‘‘In the opinion of the committee the in- 
formation obtained is so full and specific 
as to render further investigation and 
inquiry unnecessary, especially in view 
of the fact that the alleged frauds in 
connection with the postal revenues of 
the island are now being investigated by 
the courts of Cuba in cases where offl- 
clals alleged to have embezzied or mis- 
appropriated postal funds are being 
prosecuted.” 

The investigation cost $14,934.

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RUSSIAN BEAR HAS SEIZED MANCHURIA 


AND CHINESE MOURN FOR A PROVINCE 


Pekin, March 1.—Prince Ching and Li 
Hung Chang met this morning and had a 
long consultation over the new demands 
of Russia regarding Manchuria, which 
virtually means absolute Russian control 
while at the same time China would be 
responsible should anything go wrong 
there. ' 

Both the Chinese plenipotentiaries ad- 
mit that they fear to refuse these de- 
mands, although recognizing that compli- 
ance means the loss of a province to Chi- 
aa. They also think that compliance 
might mean trouble with other powers, 
for Russia announces that only Russians 
and Chinese will be allgwed to trade there 
sxcept at the greatest disadvantage. 

Price Ching will request the advice of 
jther ministers. 

Private Calvin, of the Ninth United 
3tates infantry, has been acquitted of

On February 28th the diplomatic meet- 
ing discussed the list of provirtcial offi- 
cilals whose punishment will be demand- 
ed, which was completed.

All the unofficial foreign residents are 
uneasy because the French, German and 
Austrian ministers maintain that none 
of them can. live within the fortifications.

If the other ministers take the same view 
the merchants and missionaries will be 


forced to lve among the Chinese, who 
are no friendlier than fore on account 
of the recent hostilitie The American 
government is the only gpvernment which 
has announced ite intention to compen- 
sate the Chinese for the land required to 
extend the legation grounds. 

Berlin, March 1.—Statements represent- 
ing that Germany, Japan and Great Brit- 
ain have jointly remonstrated against 
Russian annexation of Manchuria are 
officially denied. The facts of the case 
are that the powers constituting the triple 
alliance and Great Britain, Japan and 
the United States have separately made 
to the Chinese plenipotentiaries in Pekin 
friendly representations as to how un- 
wise it would be for China, at the pres- 
ent stage of the peace negotiations, to 
grant any power separate concessions, 
and thus to render more difficult an 
agreement with the others.

Police Have Not Caught Mrs 
Buchanan's Assailant

RAID MADE LAST NIGHT 


It Is Said That Mrs. Buchanan 
Knows Who the Negro Is—The 
Prisoners Under Arrest 
To Be Turned Loose 
by Chief. 


It was reported to the police at a late 
hour last night that the negro who en- 
tered the home of Charles A. Buchanan 
Thursday morning and treated Mrs. 
Buchanan in so brutal a manner was in 
a certain house in the first ward. Early 
yesterday the police had information that 
the negro had been spotted and even his 
name was furnished. It was stated that 
Mrs. Buchanan knew the negro by sight, 
as he had at one time worked about the 
place. 

Yesterday afternoon a number of houses 
were visited with the hope of catching 
the negro whose name had been furnished * 
the police, but each time the man wanted 
had gotten away. 

Last night at 11 o’clock the negro was 
reported to have been seen entering a 
house in the first ward, not far from 
the railroad yards, and Captain Bal] im- 
mediately organized a posse, with Ser- 
geants McCurdy and Beavers in com- 
mand, and the house designated was sur- 
rounded. When the house was raided the 
negro was not there. 

Prisoners To Be Released. 

Yesterday Chief Manly, after a thor- 
ough investigation, m3 convinced that no 
one of the six negr0és who had béen ar- 
rested was the one who entered Mrs. 
Buchanan's home. 

While each of the negroes in some re- 
spects answered the description, yet there 
were so many other points where the re- 
semblance failed that the chief had no 
doubt about all being innocent. Besides 
this, the character of each prisoner was 
looked tnto and found to be all right. 

Wnder these circumstances Chief Manly 
said last night that he had about decided 
to release all of the prisoners. Some were 
released yesterday morning and the rest 
will be made free today. 

The news from the Buchanan home last 
night was that Mrs. Buchanan was rest- 
fng quietly but had not recovered from 
her prostration. It is sald that it will be 
several days before she has entirely re- 
covered. 

Police Hard at Work. 

The city detectives were hard at work 
all day yesterday trying to find the man 
who had so brutally mistreated Mrs. 
Buchanan. Special details of police were 
made by the chief and the captains. On 
each watch men were out in citizens’ 
clothes trying to find some clew by which 
to locate the negro wanted. 

It had been said that the officers had 
an easy task to find a negro of whom so 
g00d a description had been furnished, 
but this was not so. There are a thou- 
sand idling, vagrant negroes in the city 
and many who would fill the description 
given my Mrs. Buchanan. 

Despite the fact that they had but small 
clews to work on, the police continued to 
work with unabated zeal, and they were 
still working at a late hour last night. 

Chief Manly’s order about arresting va- 
grant negroes was carried out strictly 
yesterday and about twenty arrests were 
made during the day. '

Well Known Atlanta Citizen Passes

The 
brewing company, in its answer tomor- 
row, will, it is said, admit the allegations 
and consent to receivership.

‘RAILWAYS AND. GOOD ROADS 


Illinois Central To Aid the National 
Association. 


WILL INTEREST THE FARMERS 


“Good Roads Special” Will Be Run 
Between New Orleans “and 
| Chicago. 


Chicago, March 1.—Arrangements have 
been made whereby the Illinois Central 
Railroad Company and the National Good 
Roads Association will join hands in a 
scheme further to educate the farmers 
along the line of the Illinois Central be- 
tween New Orleans and Chicago in the 
building of good roads. The scheme pro- 
vides for the running of a “good roads 
special” between the Louisiana metropo- 
lis and this city and the practical demon- 
Strations by expert road builders. 

The “special” will leave New Orleans 
about the middle of this month. It will be 
made up of eight or nine cars, including 
a commissary coach and flat cars enough 
to carry the machinery required in the 
but! of modern wagon ways. There 
will be men sent out in advance who will 
work up mass meetings at specified points, 
interesting the farmers in the coming of 
the train and explaining the purpose of 
the visits. The train will make the trip 
between New Orleans and Chicago in 
about three months, stopping at twenty 
or more points at each of which the ex- 
pert road men will build about a mile of 
roadway. The advance agents will dr- 
range with the farmers to have every- 
thing ready for the practical demonstra- 
tions when the special arrives. 

The farmers will be expected to provide 
the material to be used in the building. 


GENERAL CROP CONDITIONS. 


Extensive Preparations for Planting 
Made in the South. 
Washington, March 1.—The weather bu- 
reau, in its weekly summary of genérai 

crop conditi>: s, says: 

In the southern states extensive prepa- 
rations for spring planting have been 
made. In southern Texas and in Florida 
some corn has been planted and oat seed- 
ing has begun in the portions of the cen- 
tral gulf states. 

Over the svuuthern portion of the winter 
wheat region, owing to general lack of 
snow protection and alternate freezing 
and thawing, the reports respecting the 
winter wheat are for the most part un-, 
favorable, but over the northern portion 
there generally has been ample, snow 
covering, and the reports indicate that 
the crop is in a very promising condition. 

On the Pacific coast the wheat outlook 
is; excellent. 

The southern states experienced very 
trying weather conditions from the 2th 
to the 25th, when freezing temperature 
occurred as far south as central Florida.

HE DIED IN A BANANA ROOM 


Kentuckian Found Dead After Two 
Weeks’ Search. 

Lexington, Ky., March. 1.—(Special.)— 
The dead body of William Kearns, who 
has been missing since the night of Feb- 
ruary 13th, was found this morning in 
the banana room at S. T. B. Satterwhite 
& Co.'s warehouse. A bullet hole through 
the right temple told the story of suicide. 
Kearns selected a place wheré he could 
not fail in his attempt. The rocm is a 
veritable gas chamber, the walls being 
half a foot thick and the door air-tight. 
The room is heated by gas jets and is 
used for ripening bananas. 

Kearns entered the room, and screwing 
one of the banana hocks into the door, 
astened a rope to it and tied this to one 
of the hooks in the wall. The door has 
patent festenings, and was therefore 
practically hermetically sealed. Kearns 
then turned on the gas jets, and placing 
the revolver to his temple, fired. The 
walls deadened the sound, and, as the 
room has not been used for two months 
rast, the body remained undiscovered. 
Today a consignment of bananas came, 
and hands gent to clean up the room were 
driven by by che outflow of gas. The 
gas was turned off at the meter and the 
room entered. He leaves a wife and four 
children. 


PUT SIX BULLETS IN A NEGRO 


In Self Defense, (Contractor Hub- 
bard Kills Horace McCaJl. 
Tampa, Fla., March 1.—Horace McCall, 
a negro hunting guide, armed with a shot- 
gun, entered the Plant system passenger 
train No, 21 here this morning and went 
io the baggage car and covered the mes- 
senger, Marion Roberts. Before he could 
shoot Roberts,escaped. McCall then ran 
through the day coaches and Conductor 
W. T. Hubbard, ignorant of what had 
happened, ordered him to leave the train. 
Instead of doing so McCall emptied a load 
from his gt In the conductor's face and 
shoulders. Conductor Hubbard then shot 
the negro six times, each bullet taking 
effect. He was instantly killed. Conduct- 
or Hubband returned to the city and his 
wounds were dressed.

HULUS RIGHT TO VOTE 
CHALLENGED BY LENTZ 


Hull Admits He’s Interested in Ex- 
ploifing the Philippines—De- 
Armond Denounces Reso- 
lution—Was a Live- 

ly Session. 


Washington, March 1.—The house re- 
moved al] possibility of an extra session 
today by concurring in the senate amend- 
ments to the army appropriation Dill. 
The vote stood 159 to 134. It was a strict 
party vote with the exception of Mr. Me- 
Call, of Massachusetts: Mr. Loud, of Calf- 
fornia; Mr. Driscoll, of New York, and 
Mr. Mann, of Illinois, who voted with 
the democrats. Mr. Cooper, of Wiscon- 
sin, answered present and was not paired. 
The bill now goes to the president. The 
house was brought to a vute by a special 
order prepared by the committee on rules 
which permitted am hour’s debate on a 
side. The democrats attempted to filibus- 
ter, but they were overwhelmed. The de- 
bate was not espec*$lly noteworthy. The 
Philippine and Cuban amendments were 
defended by the republicans and assailed 
by the democrats. 

The only exciting incident occurred at 
the close of the debate, when Mr. Hull, 
of Iowa, whose name had been connected 
with a lumber and development company 
in the Philippines, frankly acknowledged 
that he had invested muney in it. He 
said it was a legitimate enterprise which 
was not looking for government favors, 
and said that if he could not invest his 
money in legitimate enterprises, he would, 
retire from public life rather than depend 
upon politics for a livelihood. 

Democrats Jeer Hull. 

Subsequently when he stated that the 
company would not have »snvested money 
if Bryan had been elected, the democrats 
jeered and hissed and shouted that it was 
because if Bryan had been elected the 
Philippines would’ not huve been ex -<- 
Ploited. 

Mr. Lentz, of -Ohio, challenged Mr. 
Hull’s right to vote. he challenge 
brought forth a storm of hisses from the 
republican side. Mr. Hull voted aye. 

The ‘final conference report upon the 
Indian appropriation bill was adopted and 
a number of minor bills were put through 
the final stages.

The river\and harbor bill as amended 
in the senate was referred to the river 
and harbor committee. 

No Money for Charleston. 

Mr. Tawney presented the conference 
report upon the St. Louls exposition bill, 
which agreed to the senate amendment 
providing for the closing of the exposi- 
tion on Sunday and disagreed to the 
Charleston exposition amendment. The 
report was adopted. 

Mr. Elliott, of South Carolina, moved 
that the house concur in the Charleston 
exposition amendment. This amendment 
carried $250,000 for a government exhibit 
at the Interstate and West Indian ex- 
position to be held at Charleston from 
january to June, 1902.

VOTE WAS ALL ONE WAY 


State Senate in a Body Leaves Mont- 
gomery for a Visit to the Home 
of President Jelks at Eu- 
faula—Home To Be 
Preserved.

Montgomery, Ala., March 1.—(Special.)— 
The closing days of the general assembly 
are characterized by.great actfvity and 
as only two days remain; the time will 
be devoted chiefly to finishing, as far as 
possible, the immense volume of business 
on hand. A feature of today was the 
passage of the much discussed white 
house »ill, carrying an appropriation for 
the purchase and maintenance of the old 
Jefferson Davis house here tn Montgomery 
by the senate, which will to some extent 
relieve the suspense that has been feit 
for severa] days by the friends of the 
measure. There was little opposition, the 
vote being 2 Oto 7, the announcement of 
which was greeted by prolonged applause 
that came from the floor of the senate 
and from the gallery crowded with ladies, 
Many prominent women of Alabama have 
interested themselves in this movement 
and, of course, this interest is shared by 
those of sister states. This relic of the 
days of the confederacy Will now be given 
its proper place and made an interesting 
feature of the capital city. 

The house gave conspicuous place to 
the discussion of a bill providing for the 
publication in a réwspaper in the county 
affected of local acts of the general a3- 


sembly. . 

This bill is styled the newspaper men's 
bill, and after excluding a number of 
counties was finally passed after a long 
debate. Tributes to editors were paid by 
the defenders of the measure, who made 
it appear that aside from the favor to 
newspapers al] taxpayers would appre- 
ciate this method of getting the local as 
well as the general laws, 

The senate adjourned at 2 p. m. and 
left in a body on a special train at 3 
o'clepk for Bufaula as the guest of Presi- 
dent Jelks.

Louisville, Ky., March 1.—An order. was 
issued today by the Louisville woolen 
mills, employing 400 hands, to close the 
Plant on March llth for three weeks. The 
Falls City woolen mills, employing 350 
operatives, closed its plant yesterday for 
four weeks. 

Information was received here today 
that the jeans mills of the Knoxville, 
Tenn., woolen mills“had been closed and 
that every mill in eastern and western 
Tennessee, Georgia and Alabama would 
bank their fires in the cou@se of the next 
week. 

It is also said that one or two mills in 
New Albany, Ind., will close. The prin- 
cipal reason assigned for shutting down 
the mills is that there is little buying 
during March and April and the factories 
did not care to become overstocked.

Providing that the superintendent of 
life saving stations in districts 1, 2, 4, 5, 6, 
7, 11, 12 and 13 shall receive $2,500 per 
annum each; those in districts 3, 9 and 10, 
$2,000, and the superintendent in district 
8, $1,500. 

The bill then was reported from the 
committee of the whole to the senate. 

Mr. Morgan demanded a separate yea 
and nay vote on each of the amendments 
making appropriations for the Buffalo, 
St. Louis and Charleston, 8. C., exposi- 
tions. His demand was not seconded. 

Mr. Sullivan, of Mississippi, made the 
point of no quorum. Roll call showed 
only thirty-six senators. present. The 
sergeant at arms was ordered to request 
attendance of absentees. At 1:15 a. m. a 
quorum was secured and the bill passed.

Kitchener Admits That the Boer 
General Has Escaped, — 


ENGLISH TAKEN BY BOERS 


Eighty Scouts Are Surrounded and 
Forced ‘To Surrender—London 
Expects Speedy Surrender | 
of Botha—Balfour Is 
Quizzed. 


London, March 2.—The war office has re-' 
ceived the following from Lord Kitchener 
dated Pretoria, March Ist: 


“DeWet has been forced north over the 
Orange river and is now clear of Cape 
Colony. Two hundred prisoners have been 
taken; others, who were stragglers, be- 
ing captured. 

“Bighty men of Kitchener’s fighting 
scouts were attacked by superior num- 
bers and after a prolonged fight and sus- 
taining twenty casualties, surrendered.” 

The Daily Chronicle says it understands 
that in view of the expected surrender of 
General Louls Botha, the military author- 
ities have already suspended contracts 
with some firms fof war supplies. 

The war office has made a contract with 
an American merchant to supply 3,000 fell- 
ing axes for the British troops in South 
Africa. English firms are unable to make 
sufficiently prompt delivery. 


Balfour Scores Steyn. 1 
' During question time in the house of 
commons today, Charles P. Scott, liberal, 
asked Mr. Balfour, the government lead- 
er, at what time in 1899 the government 
was informed that, if war ensued between 
the Transvaal and Great Britain as a 
result of the differences which were made 
apparent at the Bloemfontein conference, 
the Orange Free State would undoubted- 
ly throw in her lot with the sister re- 
public. Mr. Balfour replied: 


“All the information w 
subject is necessarily a Ene po Be 
and, therefore, conjectural in its charae- 
ter, or else is contained in statements of 
ex-President Steyn, in which case un- 
fortunately it is mendacious.” 

This announcement brought forth cries 
of “oh!” from the Irish and other mem- 
bers opposite, and Mr. Balfour dropped 
the subject. 

Mr. Balfour’s reply was regarded as 
extremely obscure and it was explained 
in his behalf that he was not referring to 
anything specific, -but alluded generally 
to Mr. Steyn’s statements. 


British Army. Estimates. 


Mr. Brodrick, the war secretary, has 
issued a statement of the army estimates 
for 1901-02. The total is £87,895,000, of 
which £358,205,000 comes under the head- 
ing of war services and is based on the 
assumption that for the first four months 
of the new financial year the field force 
in south Africa will be maintained at its 
full strength and that thereafter a gen- 
eral reduction wiil occur. 

This sum also provides for the transport 
home of troops, for war gratuities, etc., 
etc. The number of men provided for is 
650,000, being 230,000 above the normal army 
establishment, 

The total estimates for the previous 
year were £88,999,400, which included the 
supplementary estimates. 


DeWet Reported Demented. 


The Hopetown correspondent of The 
Times, in a dispatch dated February 27th, 
which describes Colonel Plumer’s pursuit 
of General DeWet, which has been con- 
tinually hampered by heavy rain, says: 

“Since Colonel Plumer’s attack at 
Wolvekuit, February 15th, the invaders 
have behaved like harried hares. The re- 
port that DeWet had crossed the river 
arose from some small parties crossing 
in a boat at Marks drift, where Colonel 
Plumer prevented the crossing of the 
main commando and took 100 prisoners. 

“After the capture of DeWet’s guns 
February 23d; the enemy were in full re- 
treat and ought to have fallen int® the 
hands of the column from. Kimberley, 
but they slipped past in the night, re- 
crossing the railway and are now trying 
with Hertzog to recross the Orange river 
at Zands drift, but Hertzog’s commando 
has melted away, the majority hayfag 
been dispersed or having surrendered. 

“DeWet, in his fanaticism, is reported 
as demented. It is said that he oc} 
everybody and that Haasbroeck, who stiil 
has a compact commando, refuses to co- 
operate with him.”

MERCER BOYS TO MARCH 


Students of the Macon University 
T> Take Part in Inaugural Pa- 
rade— The Porto Rican 
Battalion Arrives for 
Ceremonies. 


Washington, March 1.—The dispute be- 
tween the inaugural committee and the 
war veteran: over precedence in the pa- 
rade Monday resulted today in a comnro- 
mise under which the veterans will take 
part to a certain extent in the ceremo- 
nies, At a conference between Secretary 
Root, General Francis V. Greene, grand 
marshal of the parade, and General Dan- 
iel E. Sickles, it was decided that the lo- 
cal and visiting grand army veterans will 
form the honorary escort to the presi- 
dent from the white house to the capitol 
on the 4th of March. The further con- 
clusion was reached that the veterans 
will not participate in the afternoon pa- 
rade on the return from the capitol to 
the white house, but after the procession 
has passed the court of honor “they 
will be reviewed by the president.” After 
the conference, Secretary Root sent the 
following instructions to General Greene, 
the grand marshal of the parade: 

-. am instructed by the president to re- 
quest that 
civil war should be assigned as his per- 
sonal escort from the executive mansion 
to the capitol building on the occasion of 
the approaching inauguration. 

General Greene replied that the presi- 
dent’s wishes would be carried out in 
every. respect. | 

President to Veterans. 

General Sickles has received the follow- 
ing letter from the secretary of war: 

“Tl am directed by the president to 
advise: you that he has requested the 
grand marshal of the inaugural parade to 
assign the union-veterans of the civil war 
to act as his persoral escort from the 
executive mansion to the capitol building 
on the occasion of the approaching in- 
auguration, and to ask ~*%u to convey to 
the several veteran organizations an ex- 
pression of his wish that they would act 
in that capacity.” 

There has been considerable controver- 
sy for several days as to the part the 
Grand Army veterans would take .on 
President McKinley's inauguration. 
and until the developments of 
todav it was thought that the 
veterans would decline to par- 
ticipate They refused to take position 
at the rear of the military grand division 
of te parade, whereupon General Greene 
requested that a detail of twentvw men 
from each G. A, R. post ivrm the hon- 
orary escort to the president. This as- 
signment was likewise refused. 

Commander-in-Chief R. G. Dyrenforth, 
of the Union Veterans Union, has 
issued a circular, directing the 
members of that organization to 
assemble at the proper location 
next Monday morning to act 4s 
escort to the president to the capitol. 
The circular adds: 

“Every comrade will fully understand 
that the veterans are placed in the post 
of honor bv the president and each man 
will show his appreciation of the dis- 
tinction by being present.” 

General Heyward, commander of the 
marines, consisting of three battalions of 
four companies each, and the marine 
band, with the required number of offi- 
cers, has been ordered to assemble his 
command in Washington to participate 
in the inaugural parade.

He has had much experience with 
animals in captivity and expresses the 
opinion that there will be no trouble in 
raising both mountain lions and ocelots. 

During the meeting of the board the pay 
of the keeper of the zoo was made $40 a 
month. Heretofore he has been paid by 
the day. Colonel Moyers bore testimony 
to the excellent service of Keeper Ken- 
nedy and other of the members of the 
board readily agreed that he should re- 
ceive a regular and better monthly ealary. 

Propositions to furnish shade trees and 
evergreens for the new Davis street park 
were received from several dealers, but 
the matter of contracting for these trees 
was left with the committee on other 
parks and the committee on trees.

BAYONETS SAVE 
MAN FROM MOB 


Guarded by Illinois Troops 
Abert Snenkle Is. Tried 


HE HAD ASSAULTED A GIRL 


Pleaded Guilty and Was Quickly 
Rushed to the Pen—Armed Mob 
Had Gathered, But Was 
Bluffed by the Sol- 
diers.

Carrollton. Ill, March 1.—Guarded by 
four companies of state militia to pro- 
tect him from a mob determined on 
lynching, Albert Shenkle, who on Decem- 
ber 234 last criminally assaulted the six- 
teen-year-old daughter of Charles H. 
Giller, of Carrollton, was early today 
taken from the county jail at Springfield, 
placed on a special Chicago and Alton 
train and brought to Carrollton. Through 
streets lined with silent spectators he 
was hurried to the courthouse. An hour 
after the arrival of the train, Shenkle’ 
had pleaded guilty, been promptly given 
an indeterminate sentence by Judge Owen 
Thompson and was on his way to the 
Southern Illinois penitentiary at Chester. 

Although threats of lynching.had been 
freely made by the citizens of Carrollton, 
and although the streets and grounds 
around the jail and courthouse had béegn 
practically patroled by an armed mob de- 
termined on using summary measures ever 
Bince it was announced that Shenkle 
would be brought here ,avr trial, there 
was no disorder attending Shenkle’s ar- 
rival and departure. Anparenfly nearly 
the whole population of the town was 
gathered around the depot and along the 
streets leading to the courthouse, but the 
troops, forming a cordon around the train 
as soon as it stopped and surrounding 
Shenkle when the latter, heavily shackled 
and accompanéed by Sheriff Conlee alight- 
ed from the train, prevented any hostile 
demonstration if any had been planned. 


IS ON TRIAL IN INDIANAPOLIS 


Atlanta Girl Appears Against Man 
in Indiana Court. 

Laporte, Ind., March 1.—(Special.)}—Sam- 
uel Hinkle, the Atlanta, Ga., horse buyer, 
who, the complainant alleged, brought 
Allie Goodwin, aged nineteen years, to 
that city under the promise of marriage, 
is on trial in the criminal court at In- 
dianapolis. Miss Goodwin is attempting 
to prove that Hinkle, who is married and 
is the father of three ‘chiidren, met her 
early in January last, made love to her 
and finally induced her to elope with him. 
They left here and then went to Mem- 
phis, Tenn. There they remained, accord- 
ing to her sworn statement, for two days, 
when he left her and went to Atlanta, 
Ga. She received a telegram from him 
asking her to follow him there. She did 
so and after remaining in Atlanta with 
him for a night and a day, he left her, 
taking $1,500 which she had, and articles 
of jewelry. She charged this and also 
that she was compelled to pawn her trunk 
and all her spare clothing and wraps in 
order to secure money to pay for her re- 
turn home. She afterwards found Hinkle 
in Indianapolis and caused his indictment 
and arrest.

Washington, March 1.—The 


bureau has issued a_ statement 
weather ‘for March, based on average 
weather conditions for March, as de- 
termined hy long series of observation. 
As the weather of any given March does 
not conform strictly to the average con- 
ditions, the statements cannot be consid- 
ered as forecasts: 

In March the stoems of the middle Jati- 
tude of the north Atlantic ocean are more 
numerous but. less severe than during 
January and February. In the West 
Indies severe windstorms seldom occur 
during the drv season, which continues 
from November to April. 

East of the Mississippi, the differences 
in the monthly rainfalls are not congpicu- 
ous, except that there ts a general tend- 
ency toward a maximum in the summer 
months. 

Although heavy snowstors are practic- 
ally unknown in the southern states in 
March, and are of infrequent occurrences 
in the norther dcistrict, some very re- 
markable ad n.emorable snowstorms have 
visited the north in that month. The 
period of damaging frosts in the interior 
of the scuth Atlantic and gulf states ex- 
tends from November to April. Damag- 
ing frost is likely to occur in Florida 
from the middle of October until nearly 
the middle of April. Freezes of a charac- 
ter to injure oranges 2nd ordge trees in 
Florida are, however, practically un- 


known tn March.

As to Governor and Senator. 

Our esteemed contemporary, The At- 
janta Daily News, devotes considerable 
space in its issue of yesterday to the 
elucidation of a remarkable rumor, by 
which it seems that “Governor Can- 
dler will resign the office of chief ex- 
ecutive some time next spring,” with 
the view of making the race for the 
United States senate against Senator 
Clay. 

“It is reported,” says our contempo- 
rary, “that Governor Candler thinks he 
ig strong enough before the people to 
beat Senator Clay, and that when he 
resigns it will be with the avowed pur- 
pose of making the race.” As viewed 
from the standpoint of this stem-wind- 
ing rumor, this will make the presi- 
dent of the senate governor, which is, 
as the aforesaid rumor has it, what 
Governor Candler wants to do to even 
up for certain “political obligations.” 

Had yesterday been the ist of April 
instead of the lst of March, the laugh- 
able development of our contempo- 
rary’s news columns would have been 
easily understood. Lest, however, this 
interesting, but imaginative, picture 
might be misconstrued by some, it may 
be well enough to say that Governor 
Candler will not resign the chief exec- 
utive’s chair for anybody, but that, God 
willing, he will continue for the bal- 
ance of his term to give the people of 
Georgia one of the best executive -ad- 
ministrations on record in the history 
of the state. , 

Governor Candler is under “political 
obligations” to nobody under the sun 
to such an extent as would induce him 
to lay aside the responsibilities which 
have been placed in his hands by the 
people of the state; least of all is he 
under obligation to The Constitution, 
which deserves no credit whatsoever 
for supporting him as zealously as it 
knew how in his race for the governor- 
ship three years ago, and we have since 
had abundant reason to rejoice in the 
vindication of the wisdom and correct- 
ness of the assurances made in his be- 
half through these columns at that 
time. 

Governor Candler will not oppose 
Senator Clay, and the rumor that he 
will resign the governorship for that 
purpose does an injustice, not only to 


him, but to Senator Clay, and does 


violence also to the cordial personal 
relations existing between the governor 
and the senator. 

There will be no issue between Gov- 
enor Candler and Senator Clay. Gov- 
ernor Candler will go on making one 
of the best governors Georgia ever had, 
and Senator Clay will proceed in a 
quiet and orderly way to secure that to 
which he is entitled—the indorsement 
of his record as senator from Geor- 
gia.

Press, “has been disgraced again by @ 
lynching, and this time the outrage is 
marked by features more brutal and 
repulsive tian any lynching which has 
occurred in that state. The victim was 
beaten, hung and then burned, and to 
complete the revolting character of the 
affair, ghastly souvenirs of the outrage 
were distributed among the waiting 
crowd. No detafl of the most up-to- 
date southern lynching was omitted, 
except, perhaps, the circumstance that 
the victim was probably reduced to a 
state of unconsciousness before he was 
burned, P 

But, continues The Press: 

It is useless to moralize on such affairs. 
They have become so common as to ex- 
cite little comment. Public ,opinion is 
evidently thardened to this method of 
punishing crime and is no longer shock- 
ed by the most horrible details. From a 
southern and frontier affair the mob is 
being adopted by the older and more set- 
tled communities of the north. Terre 
Haute, where the lynching of Tuesday 
occurred, is one of the oldest and most 
prosperous cities in Indiana. It ceased to 
be a frontjer town fifty years ago and to- 
day boasts of its wealth, refinement and 
prosperity. There is no more of the mob 
spirit there than in hundreds of other 
cities of the United States. This fact was 


-{llustrated thea other day when a lynching 
‘came near happening in New Jersey. 


“What will be done about it?” asks 
The Press. “Apparently nothing. No 
one will be punished for the latest out- 
rage any more than for other mob out- 
rages in past years. The courts cer- 
tainly show no disposition to aid. Mur- 
derers are not brought to justice any 
quicker, trials are as long drawn’ out 
as ever, technicalities and objections 
are just as numerous. The spread of 
the mob spirit is too evident to be mis- 
taken. Unless it is checked it may not 
be long before Philadelphia sees an ex- 
hibition of it that will make this city 
hang its head in shame.” 

The crushing of the criminal classes 
by prompt execution of the law is one 
remedy. The people are patient, but 
they become restive whenever they find 
out that the courtroom is merely a play- 


sertion of power by the judges would 
go a long way.

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Greater Than the Government. 

That business combinations may 
even become greater than the govern- 
ment itself is shown by the figures of 
the new steel trust. Thus it is told

The newly organized United States 
Steel Corporation takes in companies 
owning seventy-eight blast furnaces, 14) 
steel works and six finibhing plants, This 
includes bar mills, structural steel and 
plate mills, tinplate works, sheet mills 
and wire rod and wire nail mills, 

The annual capacity in finished material 
is about 9,000,000 tons. 

The company owns Lake Superior iron 
mines, which produced last year nearly 
11,000,000 tons of ore. 

It has 19,309 coke ovens, 70,830 acres of 
coal lands and about 30,000 acres of surface 
lands in the coal region. 

Its lake fleet will number sixty-six ves- 
sels. 


interests are absorbed, which, it Is said, 
will probably be done later, the iron ore 
capacity will be increased about 2,000,000 
tons a year and the number of lake ves- 
sels by fifty-nine, making 125 large ore 
carriers in all. 

A conservative estimate of the number

The capacity of the consolidation’s sev- 
enty-eight blast furnaces is upward of 
6,500,000 tons of pig iron a year, or half

An Appeal for Clemency. 

It is seldom that a stronger appeal 
for clemency has been made for men 
convicted of heinous crime than that 
in which Hon. Emory Speer, judge of 
the United States district of south 
Georgia, and Hon. Marion Erwin, 
iinited States attorney for the same 
district, join to the president for the 
enlargement of Wright Lancaster and 
Charle3 Clemens. 

The trial of the assassins of the late 
John C. Forsyth cannot have been for- 
gotten. Prior to the year 1890 large 
sections in south Georgia were held 
by squatters, who took up the idea that 
possession was stronger than legal 
titles held by strangers. So strong 
was this combination that it seriously 
interfered with the development of the 
country. Certain unscrupulous men, 
taking advantage of the popular feel- 
ing, engaged in the creation of bogus 
titles and the defense of the holders 
| before the courts. Finally they resort- 
ed to violence toward the agents of 
the real owners, culminating in the 
notable assassination of John C. For- 
syth. 

The men suspected were brought be- 
fore the United States district court in 
Macon, and the trial resulting thereon 
was one of the most notable in the 
annals of the country. There was a 
strong local feeling behind the accused 
men, growing out of a belief in their 
innocence of crime and a conviction 
that they were but victims of circum- 
stances. They secured the most emi- 
nent counsel in the state. The strict 
hewing of the line of law by United 
States Judge Speer and the skill of 
District Attorney Marion Erwin in get- 
ting the facts before the jury rendered 
conviction possible.

‘The result of this remarkable trial and 
conviction hag been far reaching. It ar- 
rested almost completely criminal assaults 
-upon the titles and hokfings of non-resi- 
deng proprietors of pine lands in this dis-

stroy the extensive values invested in the 
‘lumber and naval stores interests of 
southern Georgia. The salutary effect has 
been repeatedly stated to me by mer- 
chants, factorg and others belonging to 
that class who control these profitable and 
indeed indispensable industries. The con- 
viction therefore in all the years which 
have intervened has added largely to the 
authority and usefulness of the court hav- 
ing jurisdiction. It is also true that the 
conviction could not have been obtained 
in this court, but for the elevated and pa- 
triotic sense of responsibility to the law 
which actvated the jury, all of whom 
were representative southern men, many 
ex-confederate soldiers. The prisoners 
were defended by men prominent at the 
bar. -A tremendous effort, sufficient to 
have produced a mistrial at least with 
jurors less conscientious ans less deter- 
mined, was exerted in behalf of the ac- 
cused, Notwithstanding all of this, the 
jurors did their duty and did it manfully. 
Their conduct, however, was merely typi- 
cal of the service rendered the. country 
by the jurors in these courts in the six- 
teen years, during which I have had the 
duty as judge, to anxiously scrutinize al- 
most every verdict rendered in the United 
States courts in more than half of the 
state, in trials involving the interests of 
the government, and the rights of non- 
residents. While this is true I am satis- 
fied that not only would the survivors of 
the jury who convicted the parties for 
whom I now ask executive cleniency be 
gratified at that actioru on the part of your 
excellency, but that this gratification 
would be shared by the body of our citi- 
zenship. 

The section of Georgia referred to 
has made a progress during the last ten 
years not to be eclipsed by the same 
extent of territory in any part of the 
union. Such opposition to law as once 
existed in some sections has entirely 
disappeared, and clemency would show 
that the law is not heartless in its re- 
quirements.

When the attorney who agreed to the 
bogus statement of fact upon which 
Mrs. Nation’s case was submitted to 
the court, agreed to leave out the es- 
sential charge of malice or intention, 
he was playing politics.

Governor Candler received yesterday 
from an old friend, a Georgian, a hand- 
some cane, and one that is a unique curi- 
osity. It is made entirely of pieces of: 
horns of animals, principally the buffalo 
and mountain sheep, carefully cut and 
highly polished, and is as elegant as 
it is odd. The cane was sent him by J. 
T. Glenn, a confederate veteran, former- 
ly of Hall county, Georgia, but now a rea- 
ident of Piegan, Mont., where he is farm- 
ing. The governor is proud of the re- 
membrance, and spoke interestingly of 
the donor, who was a member af one of 
the cavalry commands that went from 
Georgia. He mentioned especially the in- 
cident of Glenn having rushed in and 
stole the flag of the federal command in 
the attack upon Harper's Ferry. He has 
been to Georgia and has called on the 
governor since the Jatter has been in 
office. 

Governor Candler is now well supplied 
with canes. He has recently received 
several that are quite unique in charac- 
ter. One of them was made from a piece 
of wood cut from San Juan hill at the 
time of the fighting around Santiago. 
Another, a gold-headed cane with gold 
tassels, was sent him from the Phil- 
ippines by Major Kendrick, along with 
a Filipino flag and a bolo, Major Ken- 
drick writing that they were captured on 
the field of battle. That explanation 
is all right about the bolo and the flag, 
but the governor is still puzzling himself 
as to what a gold-headed cane was doing 
on a battle field. Another cane that the 
governor prizés very highly is a black 
thorn brought from Ireland by a well- 
known citizen of Atlanta. The governor 
says he has enough walking sticks to last 
him for some time to come. 


State School Commissioner Glenn will 
return this morning from Chicago, where 
he has been in attendance on the annual 
meeting of the department of superinten- 
dents of the National Educational Asso- 
ciation. A dispatch published in The 
Constitution yesterday told of the elec- 
tion of Professor Glenn as president of 
that department, which is looked upon 
as one of the most important educational 
gatherings that takes place during the 
year. It will be remembered that Pro- 
fessor Glenn was also elected president of 
the Southern Educational Association at 
Richmond in December last, and thus a 
Georgian now stands at the head of two 
of the greatest educational bodies in the 
world. Professor Glenn’s many friends 
will congratulate him upon the honors 
that have fallen to him, and in his 
election to these important positions they 
feel also that their state has been honored 
by the educators of the country, 


Attorney General Terrell returned yes- 
terday from Washington, wher he went 
to argue the revenue stamp tax express 
receipt case before the United States 
supreme court. The day after the case 
was argued by the attorney general and

senting the Southern Express Company, 
the conference committee of the house 
and senate agreed to remove the stamp 
tax on express receipts, and it may be 
that the supreme court will not decide the 
case, as the passage of the bill repealing 
the tax will make it unnecessary.

Attorney Genera] Terrell has received 
upwards of one hundred letters in the 


last week or two from tobacco dealers 
asking if they would have to pay the spe- 
cific tax of $10 charged to cigarette deal- 
ers if they simply gave away cigarette 
papers with tobacco. The law states 
clearly that all dealers in smoking tobacco 
who give away cigarette papers must also 
pay the tax. It seems, however, that they 
have not all been posted to that effect, 
and many of them do not know whether 
to stop giving away cigarette papers or 
not, 


Comptroller General Wright has re- 
celved another letter from Colonel Moul- 
trie M. Sessions, of Marietta, in which 
the latter insists he was correct in the 
statement that there are 40,000 acres of 
wild land in Cobb county not returned for 
taxation. This means that 1,000 lots of 
forty acres, comprising more than sixty- 
two square miles, or one-fourth of the 
whole county ,are not on the tax collect- 
or’s books.

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“A queer case of insanity recently came | 
under my observation,” said a gentleman 
at the Kimball yesterday. 

“T spent Saturday night in a little town 
on the Central of Georgia railroad and 


was awakened early Sunday morning by 
a mournful noise under my window. 
The noise was sornewhat like the whine 
of a dog, only it had a wonderfully hu- 
man note in it. Hastily rising, I looked 
out of the window and saw a gaunt 
white man, wringing his hands and cry- 
ing, ‘God, help! God, help!’ in the most 
woeful tones that I ever heard come from 
human lips. About that time several men 
appeared and led the poor creature away. 

“Inquiry «developed that the afflicted 
man was a son of one of the most promi- 
nent families in the town and the story of 
his affliction was most curious. When a 
boy, the young man, showed a wonderful 
aptitude for figures. He was sent to 
Vanderbilt university and there his math- 
ematical ability excited surprise. After 
graduation, he engaged in the lumber bus- 
iness in south Georgia and made money 
rapidly. He married and had several 
children. But his mind even then was 
more occupied with figures than with his 
family. It is said that he would sit about 
his fireside for hours and cover sheets of 
paper with columns of figures which indi- 
cated the profits he would make from his 
business in the course of a few years. 

“Finally, he received an offer for his 
lumber business, which insured him a 
handsome income for life, and he accept- 
ed it and moved with his family to his old 
home. Soon after removal, he learned 
that the man who had bought the lum- 
ber business was making enormous profits 
out of it. This information put him o 
brooding and also to figuring. Taking th Ni 
reported profits as a basis, he figured 
that if he had held to the lumber business 
that in the course of a few years he 
would have been worth millions. He con- 
tinued to figure and eventually he had his 
wealth greater than that of Rockefeller— 
all on paper, of course, and all on the sup- 
positioh that he had kept the lumber bus- 
iness. 

‘His mind began to give way under the 
strain. Me babbled continually of figures 
and of the enormous wealth that he had 
thrown away when he sold the lumber 
business. Physicians were called in and 
they told his family that he was on the 
verge df insanity and that his mind must 
be diverted from figures. His people went 
to work and succeeded in getting his 
mind off the figures. For a month all 
went well and he seemed to be in a nor- 
mal condition. : 

“But he had a little boy who was at- 
tending school and this little boy was un- 
wittingly the cause of the final strain 
that caused the father’s brain to lose its 
balance. On the Friday before the Sun- 
day morning wnen the father appeared at 
my window, the boy returned from 
school puzzled by some simple problem in 
arithmetic. The boy had been cautioned 
not to mention figures to his father, but 
he had forgotten and told of his trouble. 
The father called for paper and soon ex- 
plained the problem to the boy. But that 
simple work brought back the old craze 
and in a few minutes he was deep in the 
problem of what he would have been 
worth if he had not sold the lamber bus- 
iness. He figured all Friday night and 
all Saturday and soon had his wealth 
running into the billions. 

“Friends were called in and through the 
long watches of the night they sat with 
him to prevent him from doing himself 


harm. He seemed not to noitice thetr

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SAYS CLAY 18 ENTITLED

Governor Has Wo Intention of Re- 
signing His Office in Favor of 
' Anyone—-Rumor of His 
Opposition -to Clay 
”. Unfounded. |

There is no foundation for the sensa- 
tional,rumor that Governor Candler would 
resign the office of governor in favor of 
President Howell, of the senate, or any- 
body else. 

Neither is there any ‘foundation for the 
report that Governor Candler will oppose 
Senator Clay for the senatorship in the 
next election. 

Governor Candler states most emphati- 
cally that he has never even heard of 
anything: that could in the remotest way 
give rise to such a rumor.as was circu- 
lated yesterday. He goes further than 
that; he states that he has no intention 
of opposing Hon. A. 8. Clay for the 
senate. 

To those who know the governor inti- 
mately this latter statement will be no 
surprise. To others throughout the state 
there have come rumors at various times 
that the movements on the politica) 
checkerboard might bring the governor 

an@ Senator Clay into antagonism. The 
governor states now for thefirst time ghat 
these rumors are entirely unfounded, He 
and Senator Clay are warm personal 
and political friends, and those. who 
have been aware of their relations were 
confident that nothing would arise to 
create a rupture between them. 

The idea that the governor contemplat- 
ed resigning the office he now holds seem- 
ed too absurd for contradiction; the other 
report, that he might maae the race for 
the senate, was the only one that could 
possibly have been given “any credence. 
Now this is set at rest, and so far as 
Governor Candler is concerned, it afpears 
that Senator Clay will have no opposition. 

Senator Clay is as well aware of the 
situation as are the other close personal 
and political friends of the governor and 
it is gafe to say the reports will give him 
no uneasiness. 

Report Absolutely Unfounded. 


When asked yesterday about the report 
‘that he might oppose Senator Clay, Gov- 
ernor Candler said: . 

“I can state most positively that no 
euch idea has ever occurred to me, It 
hag been the custom in our state to give 
our senators and representatives in con- 
eress a second term, especially when 


their course has been approved by their. 


constituents; and while I, of coursé, do 
not. know qhat Senator Clay may do in 
the future, I know of no act of his in the 
past which has not merited the approval 
of the people of his state.

Judge Lumpkin Yesterday De- 
cided Against Railroads,

AN INJUNCTION (IS DENIED 


Judge Molds That Board of Health 
Has the Right To Remove the 
Flooring of Union Depot. 
Railroads To Appeal 
Case. 


— 


* 


Judge J. H. Lumpkin yesterday denied 
the injunction applied for by the railroads 
to prevent the board of health from re- 


moving the floor of the union depot, the 


effect of the decision being that the 
board can force the railroads to place 
a new floor in the depot. If they refuse, 
the board can do the work at the expense 
of the railroads. The board cannot re- 
sume its work of demolishing the old 


flooring for some time, however, as im- 


mediately upon the rendition of the de- 
cision the railroads obtained a superse- 
das, which continues the injunction in 
effect for an additional twenty days, dur- 
ing which time the case will be appealed 
to the supreme court. 

The case wag concluded yesterday 
shortly after noon, Assistant City At- 
torney Hill and Attorney John L. Tye 
making the closing speeches for the city 
and the railroads respectively. Direct- 
ly after Attorney Tye finished his argu- 
ment, Judge Lumpkin rendered his deci- 
sion. 

Board’s Right Made Clear. 

Although Judge Lumpkin had not writ- 
ten out the decision beforehand, he fully 
covered all the features of the case, and 
made the various points clear, showing 
that the board of health had a perfect 
right @o take summary action in bet- 
tering the condition of the depot, if the 
board considered it unsanitary and a 
menace to health. 

The fight between the city and the 
railroads in this hearing has been one of 
the most hotly contested legal battles 
fought in Atlanta in some time, and the 
city’s victory was gaingd after much 
hard work. Much credit for the result 
of the case is due to City Attorney J. L. 
Mayson and Assistant City Attorney W. 
P. Hill, both of whom were constantly 
on the alert and who vigorously opposed 
every advance made by the railroads. 
This is the first case of any magnitude 
they have handled for the city since their 
election to office, and they thoroughly 
demonstrated that they were equal to the 
occasion and to the demands made by the 
importance of the case, 

Judge Dorsey, Colonel Brewster and At- 
torney Tye also made a valiant fight for 
their clients, and although defeated, the 
result was not due to any lack of energy 
on their part. 

He stated that he was not prepared 
to say that if municipal bodies act ar- 
bitrarily or without reason or grossly 
abuse discretion that a court would 
not intervene on behalf of the citizens, 
but so long as this does not occur, cer- 
tain power must be invested in municipal 

ies. 

In referring ta the evidence in the case 
Judge Lumpkin indulged in a- bit of sar- 
casm. ‘In the present case,’’ said he, 
‘the evidence is yery conflicting. On be- 
half of the plaintiffs witnesses have testi- 
fied that the flooring of the depot is not 
a nuisance, and, indeed, one or two went 
so far as to leave the impression that 
the depot might really be a benefit to 
health or might be cons.dered a health 
resort. 

“One witness testified that he had 
gained thirty or forty pounds since he 
had been at the depot. Whether he 
meant that the floor caused this increase 
in his avordupoise, or whether the two 
were coincident—that he had gained in 
flesh and that the floor is not unsanitary 
—is not clear. Another says he had 
chills and’ fever, but that after going 
to the depot he was cure. That sounds 
like a patent medicine advertisement. He 
may have meant the two statements dis- 
connectedly—that he was cured of chills 
and fever and at the same time he was 
working over the flooring.”’ 

Admitted Unsanitary Condition. 

On the other hand, he said that wit- 
nesses had testified that the floormg is a 
nuisance and a menace to public health. 
He held that as the railroads had entered 
into a contract to change the flooring 
from wood to a material of some other 
character, that fact is enough to show 
that they impliedly admittec the bad 
condition of the floor, even if there was 
no direct adrussion to that effect. He 
also held in this connection that this 
case does not present the emp!syment of 
arbitrary force by the board of health to 
remedy a nuisance.- 

He stated that where the authorities 
deal with a nuisance, the action must

SLEEPERS OF TRESTL 
WERE CUT IN TWO 


Man Who Is Believed To Have Made 
the Diabolical Attempt Was 
Arrested Thursday and Is 
' Now Locked Up at 
Police Barracks.

A dastardly attempt to wreck a train 
on the Southern railroad, near the city, 
the facts of which have just come to 
light, was made last Sunday and the man 
who is believed to have ge the diabol- 
ical work was locked uf at the police 
‘barracks Thursday afternoon by two spe- 
clal officers of the railroad. 

The matter was guarded closely and 
this is the first publicity that has been 
given to the sensational affair. 

On Sunday night, February 1i7th, a ne- 


Peachtree creek, near the Belt jundtion, 
on the Southern railroad, and with a saw 
cut through one end of a heavy sleeper. 
He must hHeve worked for hours. Then 
he sawed the other end of the sleeper, 
leaving, as he thought, just enough un- 
sawed to keep the timber in place. 

Sunday night and early Monday morn- 
ing trains passed over the partially 
wrecked trestle, but no accident occurred, 
The saw had not gone deep enough into 
the sleeper. 

Monday morning the work of the out- 
law and would-be wholesale murderer 
was discovered, and but for this it is be- 
lieved he would have finished his work 
when night came again. 

The trestle was repaired and the case 
put into the hands of Special Agents J. 
W. Connolly, of the Atlanta division, and 
T. N. Haney, of Charlotte division. The 
matter was kept secret, only a very few 
of the railway employees knowing 
about it. The special officers did their 
work quietly and they did it well. 

Not far from the trestle there was 
found a saw and a hammer. The tools 
had been hidden in the grass, and this is 
one fact which leads to the supposition 
that a second attempt to saw the trestle 
Was contemplated. 

Had a Good Clew. 

The two special officers, who are detec- 
tives in their kine, wanted no better clew 
than the saw and hammer. With these 
they started out to find the guilty per- 
son and they believe they now have him 
behind the bars at the police barracks. 
The prisoner at the barracks is Lewis 
A. Scott, a negro well known about Belt 
Junction. The saw and hammer found 
near the trestle are said to be his prop- 
erty, some of his own kinsmen stating 
to the officers that the tools are his. 

Scott was taken to the police barracks 
and locked up Thursday afternoon on the 
charge of being a suspect. He is a tall, 
heavy set negro and claims to be a brick 
mason, 

Special Agents Connolly and Honey 
were at the police barracks yesterday 
morning and they held a long talk with 
the prisoner. The negro denied that the 
saw and hammer were his property. He 
admitted that he had been at Belt Junc- 
tion several times, but said he was not in 
that neighborhood on the night when the 
attempt was made to wreck a train by 
destroying the trestle. 

Lives Would Have Been Lost. 

If the person who sawed the s.eever 
to the trestle had succeeded in his plans 
a& passenger train on the Southern would 
have gone down into «a deep ravine and 
a number ef persons would probably have 
been killed and injured. All that kept 
such an accidert from happening was the 
fact that the sawblade did not sink quite 
deep enough into the wood. 

This fact will make the crime a serious 
one and for this reason the officers have 
gone slow and carefully. They now be- 
lieve they have caught the right person. 

Scott will be given a preliminary trial 
either today or tomorrow, there be'!ng 
enough evidence, it is said, to bind him 
over, This will give the officers plenty of 
time ta further work on the case and 
secure mvure evidence «gainst the man un- 
der arrest, if he is tue person who com- 
mitted the deed.

This 
is the contract in which the rallroads 
agreed to place a new floor tn the depot, 
and Judge Lumpkin agreed with the 
plaintiff in that it could not be summarily 
enforcéd, saying that it was a matter of 
law.

BROWN INJUNCTION 
DENIED YESTERDAY 


Judge Lumpkin Renders Decision in 
Favor ef Power Company. 


THE CASE WILL BE APPEALED 


Judge Grants Supersedeas Continu- 
ing Injunction Fifteen Days. 


COMPANY’S CHARTER WAS ATTACKED 


Attorney Brown Objects To Laying 
of Track in Front of His Res- 
idence on Washington St. 


The injunction applied for by Attorney 
Julius L. Brown to restrain the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company from lay- 
ing tracks on two blocks of Washington 
street, was yesterday afternoon denied by 
Judge Lumpkin in the superior court. 
The decision. of Judge Lumpkin ts of a 
very important nature, as Attorney 


| Brown attacked the charter of the Rail- 


way and Power Company, claiming that 
it is null and vold. The effect of the de- 
cision, however, is that the charter Is 
perfectly legal and the company is given 
the right to proceed with the construc- 
tion of its tracks. 

The work will necessarily be delayed 
for some time, however, as Colonel Al- 
bert Cox, who assisted Attorney Brown 
in the case, secured a supersedas for fif- 
teen days, in order to give the plaintiff 
an opportunity to appeal the qase to the 
supreme court. The supersedas continues 
the injunction in foree until the supreme 
court acts on the appeal.: 

The decision of Judge Lumpkin was 
very brief and to the point. It was not 
written and there was no play of words. 
He simply announced that in the case of 
Julius L. Brown he had decided to deny 
the injunction. He also stated, in effect, 
that the denial of the Railway and Power 
Company that they Intended to remove 
the tracks on certain other streets, if per- 
mitter to connect its lines on Washington 
street with the line on the two blocks in 
question, was not very explicit, but that 
it was a denial of any such contemplated 
action and that was sufficient. 

It will probably be several weeks be- 
fore the supreme court acts on the case, 
and Captain Clifford L. Anderson and At- 
torney J. Carroll Payne, representing 
the Railway and Power Company, re- 
quested Judge Lumpkin to allow the com- 
pany to lay the track at onte, offering 
to give any kind of bond or bind them- 
selves in any manner to remove the track 
if the supreme court should decide in fa- 
vor of Attorney Brown. Judge Lumpkin, 
however, thought this action would be an 
experiment and he decided to allow the 
case to follow the regular course. He 
said the supreme court would not pass on 
an injunction where the object for which 
the injunction was sought had already 
been accomplished. He therefore granted 
the supersedas. Attorney Brown's ob- 
jection to the proposed line is that it will 
be in front of his residence.

Railroad Commission Issued Orders in 
Several Cases. 
ATLANTA NOT AMONG THEM 


Fennille, Cork, Jackson and Tlaton 
Are on the List. , 


REDUCED RATE WANTED ON PLOWS 


Special Meetings of the Commission 
Will Be Held on March 8th 
and March 22d. 


The railroad commisison is gradually 
getting Georgia well covered with depots— 
everywhere but in Atlanta. Several cases 
were heard at the regular meeting yester- 
day which will result in giving certain 
Georgia towns the depot facilities they 
are seeking. 

Judge Hamilton McWhorter, president 
of the Augusta Southern, consented to 
an order by the commission to the effect 
that within thirty days plans for a depot 
at Tennille shall be presented for approv- 
al. If tn the meantime the Augusta 
Southern shall make arrangements with 
any other railroad at Tennille for the 
joint occupancy of a depot, this shall be 
considered a compliance with the order 
of the commission. The Augusta South- 
ern will probably endeavor to make ar- 
rangements to use the Central's depot at 
that point. 

Commissioner Pope Brown will within 
a few days make a visit to Cork, Ga., in 
Butts county, to investigate the applica- 
tion of the people of that place for a 
depot. Cork is on the Southern road 
near Fiovilla, and before ordering the 
road to build a depot, the commission will 
determine whether the business require- 
ments of Cork demand it. 

The depot case of Jackson, county seat 
of Butts, was also before the commission 
again. Sometime ago the officials of the 
Southern and those of Jackson got to- 
gether and plans for a depot were agreed 
upon. Now the officials of Jackson claim 
that the depot which is under construc- 
tion it not being built in accordance with 
the arrangement agreed upon, nor its it 
as large as was decided. The commission 
decided to hold a special meeting next 
Friday to hear both sides to the contro- 
versy and determine whether the depot 
being built is adequate to meet the de- 
mands of business at that place. 

Superintendent George W. Haines, of 
the Brunswick and Western, in compll- 
ance with a request, informed the com- 
mission that he is ready to butld a depot 
at Lulaton, on that line, about twenty 
miles from Brunswick. The cdbmmission 
decided to ask him to present plans show- 
ing what he intends to do. 

The commission had béfore it an appli- 
cation on the part of the railroads for a 
change in the classification of disc plows. 
When this class of plow was first made 
the commission put it down as two- 
thirds of sixth class, a very low rate, or 
the same that is charged on bulk fron. 
The railroad people contend that the rate 
should be the same as on other plows, 
wwich is fourth class. There will be a 
special meeting of the commission on 
March 22d, at which this matter will be 
investigated, and in the meantime both 
the plow manufacturers and the railroad 
people will #e notified. 

The case of the Tifton, Thomasville and 
Gulf railroad against the Georgia North- 
ern, compiaint for refusal to receive 
freight at Moultrie, was postponed on ac- 
count of sickness In the family of Hon. 
W. 8. Humphries, counsel for the Geor- 
gia Northern, -Hon. N. E. Harris, coun- 
sel for the complaining road, consented 
to the postponement.

in good faith act upon such belief, and not in 
a spirit of revenge.’’ 

3. An instruction in such a‘ case, to the 
effect that if the accuséd shot at the prosecutor, 
not in self-defense or under other circum- 
the shooting, and without 
the intention to kill, the jury would be au- 
thorized to convict the accused of the offense 
of shooting at another, is not one of which he 
has any just cause of complaint. 

4. It is always a matter of discretion with 
the trial judge as to whether or not. after 
the evidence has been closed, he will allow the 
case to be reopened for the purpose of intrs- 
ducing additional testimony, and this court 
will not interfere with the exercise of that 
discretion unless it has been abused, which 
was not done in the present case. 

5. Even though it may have ‘been proper set 
the court below in the present case to charge 
the jury upon the law of voluntary man- 
slaughter, as no exception ts taken to its fail- 
ure to do so, no question ‘on this point is pre- 
sented for the consideration of this court.
